Your  Worship  and  Members  of  the  Council: 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1969. 

Vital  Statistics 

Population:  The  estimated  mid-year  population  rose  by 

360  this  year  to  5,860.  This  is  in  line  with  what  one  would 
expect  bearing  in  mind  the  residential  development  which  has 
been  taking  place  within  hte  Borough. 

Birth  Rate:  There  were  30  fewer  births  credited  to  the 
Borough  in  1969  as  compared  with  the  previous  year  and  this 
results  in  a  considerable  fall  in  the  birth  rate.  In  1968  the 
locally  adjusted  figure  was  23.4  and  this  year  the  rate  is  17.2 
per  1,000  population. 

Death  Rate:  70  residents  in  the  Borough  died  during  the 
year  —  8  fewer  than  in  1968.  The  locally  adjusted  death  rate 
is  given  as  12.7  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  15.6 
the  previous  year.  16%  of  deaths  were  caused  by  malignant 
disease  and  61  %  by  cardio  vascular  disorders. 

Infant  Mortality:  Two  infants  died  before  reaching  the 
aged  of  1  year  thus  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  17  per 
1,000  live  births.  This  rate  is  comparable  to  the  figure  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  (18.0). 

Infectious  Disease:  Notifiable  infectious  disease  was 
minimal  during  the  year  when  only  7  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
and  1  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  discovered. 

Measles  was  conspicuous  by  its  absence  this  year,  the 
last  outbreak  of  this  condition  having  occurred  between 
October  1967  and  June  1968.  Vaccination  of  infants  against 
this  condition  has  no  doubt  contributed  to  the  improved 
situation  and  in  years  to  come  Measles  may  figure  less  and 
less  prominently  in  the  list  of  infectious  diseases  if  a  vaccina¬ 
tion  programme  is  pursued. 
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Social  Conditions 

Hospital  Facilities:  Since  the  publication  of  the  Bonham 
Carter  Report  the  Council  has  expressed  its  concern  that 
plans  for  the  new  hospital  in  Huntingdon  may  be  abandoned. 
Meetings  with  representatives  of  Planning  Authorities  have 
been  held  when  general  concern  was  expressed  at  the  possi¬ 
bility  that  the  present  hospital  at  Huntingdon  would  be 
reduced  to  the  status  of  a  ‘peripheral  unit’. 

Further  joint  discussions  between  the  Local  Authorities 
are  planned  to  take  place  in  the  near  future. 

Housing:  Unfortunately  the  scheme  for  the  provision  of 
accommodation  for  elderly  persons  did  not  proceed  as 
expected,  however  negotiations  are  proceeding  with  the  Local 
Planning  Authority  to  obtain  permission  to  erect  this  dwelling 
on  an  alternative  site. 

The  22  dwellings  for  key  workers  were  commenced  and 
the  Estate  was  extended  to  include  a  further  18  dwellings.  All 
of  these  dwellings  will  be  completed  during  1970. 

The  addition  of  a  further  Public  Health  Inspector  in  this 
staff  enabled  the  Slum  Clearance  project  to  be  accelerated. 

Two  compulsory  purchase  orders  were  made,  both  of 
which  were  subject  to  Ministerial  enquiry. 

Further  reports  were  submitted  to  the  Council  resulting 
in  one  closure  order  and  two  compulsory  purchase  orders  to 
be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  during  1970. 

The  additional  Public  Plealth  Inspector  has  assisted  in  the 
duties  enforced  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  and  a  closer 
supervision  of  food  handlers  has  been  possible. 

Main  Drainage:  The  schemes  for  the  provision  of  Main 
Drainage  in  the  Westward  Road  area  and  also  in  the  Northern 
part  of  Ramsey  Road  both  proceeded  satisfactorily  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  both  schemes  will  have  been  completed  in  the 
early  part  of  1 970. 

The  drying  of  sewage  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
continues  to  cause  concern  but  a  scheme  has  met  with 
Ministerial  approval  to  provide  a  Mechanical  Drying  Machine 
to  deal  with  the  problem. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr. 
Reeson  and  all  other  members  of  the  Department’s  staff  for 
the  assistance  they  have  given  me  and  for  all  the  work  they 
have  done  during  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

Both  quantity  and  quality  have  again  been  satisfactory 
and  there  have  been  no  complaints  received  during  the 
year. 

Two  samples  have  been  taken  from  two  properties  using 
well  water.  Both  were  unsatisfactory. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Again,  considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  with 
the  disposal  of  sludge  and  unsatisfactory,  temporary, 
makeshift  methods  have  had  to  be  adopted. 

The  Council  decided  to  purchase  a  Lynx  three  disc  filter 
which  will  deal  with  the  sludge  daily  and  this  should  be 
extremely  satisfactory.
